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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The application states that: in Zhou all morphing occurs either on a host prior to migration or on a host after arrival. Zhou does not 
disclose morphing during a jump. The morphing console is not a host executing the mobile application (remark 1 1 ). 

In the instant specification (page 2, line 4), it is described that the "process of initiating a jump between computers is commonly known 
as a dispatch." The applicant states that the "morphing console of claim 1 morphs the jumping application before it is dispatched to a next 
host (remark, page 12, filed on 10/4/2007)." Based on the evidences presented above, "as the jumping application jumps between hosts" 
recited in the claim can be interpreted to include: at the point of initiation of jump, before the actual jump. Furthermore, Zhou states that the 
mobile agent morphing can occur "when the agent decides to migrate" or "morphing may be triggered at any point during agent execution 
(page 7, left col., third paragraph)." In Zhou, it is the agent system that morphs agents not agent execution sites/hosts (page 7 left col. third 
paragraph). Therefore, the applicant's statement above is not persuasive.. 
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
